Numerous legal aufthori- 
ties and law reports were 
quoted from at the Full 
Court of Appeal this morn- 
‘ing by’ Mr Brook A. Ber- 
nacchi, Counsel for the 
‘appellants. in, the appeal case 
involving the legal” theory 
of “ancient lights”. 

Mr Bernacchi referred -the 
Court to cases where the partits 
concerned had been granted In- 
junctions restraining others from 
erecting structures which, he 
sald, interfered with the rights 
to Iight and air of others, 

The appeal, heard by Sir 
Gerard Howe, Chief Justice, and 
Mr Justice C, W. Reece, Puisne 
Judge, was brought against the 
judgment of Mr Justice E, H. 
Williams, who in August last 
year dismissed the .plalntiffs’ 
{oppeliants’) motion for an in- 
junctlon to prevent the erection 
of a new building’ in Duddell 
! Street, 

The appellants are Foo Kam- 
-shing, Foo Ko-shl and Lee 
Pak-hung, executors and execu- 
trix and trustees of the estate 
of the late Foo Sik. 

In thelr original motion, ‘they’ 
asked for an order for a 
perpetual injunctlon_to restrain 
the Local Printing Press, - Ltd, 
the respondents, from building 
a slx-storey bullding south of 
and adjoining the former Bank 
of China Building in Duddell 
Strect, 

Appearing with Mr Bernaccht 
for the appellants are Mr 
Oswald V. Cheung, . both of 
whom are Instructed by Mr 
R. F. G. Dennls of Brutton and 
Company. :

Continuing his submissions 
from the day before, Mr Ber- 
neecht told the Court that, 
where a leaso is granted for a 
specific purpose, the non-dcroga- 
tlon of principle operates to 
provent that purpose from being 
injuriousty affected by somc- 
thing subsequently done on the 
adjoining Iand. 3 

Quoting from a legal authority, 
in support’ of his contention, 
Counsel sald it was quite clear 
that thls principle not only ap- 
plied to the actual lessor but 
niso' to anybody whose title is 
derived through that lessor, 

“If you give a man the right 
to. build on a plece of Jand,” he 
went on, “you must not only” 
give him access té that land, 
but also the right to air on the 
land.” : :
